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Holiday day of service 
honors MLK's memory

Despite teeth-chattering 
temperatures and slippery, snow- 
/ covered streets, the sun shined 
brightly on Monday’s Martin Luther 

King Jr. Day of Service hosted 
by the Student Organizations and 
Leadership Programs. 

The event, which began at 10 a.m. at the United 
Methodist Community Centers Wesley House on 35th 
and Blondo streets, gave UNO students, faculty and 
staff a chance to give to the community and make the 
holiday a “day on” rather than a day off, said SOLP 
Organizations Advisor Sharif Liwaru. 

After signing in and receiving free “Day of Service” 
t-shirts, three resident assistants from south campus 
shared laughs as they worked to set up computers for 
the after-school program at the Wesley House. While 
the bad driving conditions concerned them, it did not 
keep them from volunteering and an opportunity for 
“RA bonding time.” 

“Last night we were thinking, ‘We’re probably not 
going to be able to go tomorrow,” said London Yang, 
one of the RAs. “But, the sun was out, so we came, 
although we had some minor problems going up a 
few hills.” 

The RAs were just three of many volunteers who 
participated in the day of service, ranging from students 
to faculty members such as interim Chancellor John 
Christensen and his wife. A total of 60 UNO volunteers 
attended, Liwaru said. 

The Martin Luther King Day event is in correlation 
with the King Holiday Service Act passed by Congress 
in 1994, The act designates the holiday as a national 
day of volunteer service.

New student government leaders 


sworn in at installation

The recently elected student 
president/regent and vice president were formally 
installed during a ceremony on campus Tuesday. 

The ceremony took place in the Milo Bail Student 
Center Ballroom and was attended by a cross-section 
of UNO ranging from Regent Randy Ferlic to students 
who noticed a sign outside the door offering free 
cake, 

President/Regent Alexander Williams took the 
oath of office following opening remarks by interim 
Chancellor John Christensen, who reminded attendees 
of the importance of the office of student regent. 

“These roles take a tremendous amount of 
time and commitment,” he said. “I believe that the 
collective voice of the students is as important as any 
voice on campus.” 

Christensen went on to say this year would add 
an additional responsibility to the office, because he 
decided to provide student government with “official 
representation” on the Chancellor’s Council. 

The council is typically made up of the chancellor, 
vice chancellors, deans of colleges, director of the 
alumni association, athletic director, executive 
director of the Peter Kiewit Institute, assistant to the 
chancellor as well as the presidents of Faculty Senate 
and Staff Advisory Council, according to the Faculty 
Senate’s Web site, unomaha.edu/facsen. Williams 
said membership on the council was the first request 
he made of Christensen when he was elected in 
October. 

After Williams’ installation, Student Government

Chief Justice David Jarvis swore in Vice President 
Michael White, who promised to “re-establish the 
role of the vice president,” including using his ability 
to make appointments and form committees. Under 
the student government constitution, White has the 
power to make appointments to Student Court, 
the office of executive treasurer and to fill senate 
vacancies, all subject to a two-thirds vote of the 
Student Senate. 

“T think that both Alex [Williams] and Michael 
[White] made very fine presentations and really are 
going to be the type of leaders we can be proud of,” 
Christensen said after the ceremony. 

Williams and White also received scholarships 
from the UNO Alumni Association, which were 
presented by Lee Denker, the association’s president 
and chief executive officer. 

As of Wednesday, Williams said he was unaware 
of the amount of the award and said he expected to 
be in correspondence with the association shortly. 
Denker did not immediately return a phone call to 
his home. 

“I guess patience is one of the virtues that I’m 
studying,” Williams said. 

After the ceremony, Williams characterized the 
primary goal of his administration as raising student 
awareness of the services they are provided, including 
student government, student programming and the 
Gateway. 

“The focus of our administration will be to exploit 


the different resources and services offered to the 


campus community, and expand those resources and 
services,” he said. “We're looking for ways to bring 
those out and about to the community.” 
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Baghdad suffered worst day of carnage in more 


than a month, 70 killed in university bombing

BAGHDAD, Iraq — The Iraqi capital suffered its worst 
day of carnage in more than a month on Tuesday as car 
bombs, roadside explosives and gunfire killed more than 
100 people throughout the capital. 

Coming one day after a botched execution severed 
the head of Saddam Hussein’s half-brother and on the 
ninth day of a joint U.S.-Iraqi assault that has decimated 
the Sunni Muslim Haifa Street neighborhood, the violence 
heightened the already tense mood of a city wracked by 
war and girding for the arrival of more U.S. and Iraqi 
troops. 

Fewer than 4,000 of the 17,500 additional troops 
President Bush has ordered to Baghdad have arrived in 
the capital, U.S. officials said on Monday, and Tuesday 
was a reminder of how difficult their job of reining in 
sectarian violence will be. Bombs hit a crowded university 
area, a marketplace and a central Baghdad neighborhood. 
Gunmen later opened fire on pedestrians on a market in an 
eastern Baghdad district. 

Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki, a Shiite, blamed 
“terrorists” and “Saddamists” for the violence, but there 
was no way to know for sure who was behind the 
bloodshed. Most of the attacks took place in Shiite-controlled 
neighborhoods, but at least one was in a predominantly 
Sunni area. | 

The worst bloodshed came at Mustansiriyah University 
in a Mahdi Army-controlled area near Sadr City. A car 
bomb drove up to the main gate as students gathered to 
board minivans home following afternoon classes. 


The blast ripped through the crowd, triggering a 
raging fireball and black clouds of smoke. As wounded and 
frightened students fled, a suicide bomber walked into the 
terrified crowd and detonated himself, 

Body parts littered the streets, and minibuses filled 
with students who'd been on their way home were charred 
beyond salvage. Young men picked up bodies as women 
wept. “Save me,” bleeding victims in the streets begged 
passersby. 

“I saw that innocent blood on the ground, and | 
thought “This is judgment day,” said Israa Hussein, 27, 
who'd been buying toys from a street vendor when the first 
bomb detonated. “I turned to see what happened and all | 
saw was fire and black smoke.” 

One man searched for his son and finally found his 
head and torso but no legs. 

“Where is his other half?” he asked and then shook 
with violent sobs. 

The bombing killed 70 people and injured 169, 
according to the Ministry of Interior. State television issued 
an urgent plea for blood donations. 

The university bombing occurred at 4:30 in the 
afternoon. But violence had begun hours earlier. 

In the Shiite area of Karrada, in central Baghdad, a 
roadside bomb exploded at 10:30 a.m., killing one police 
officer and two bystanders. 

At 1 p.m. two bombs exploded near a motorcycle shop 
in the mostly Sunni neighborhood of Bab al Sheikh, killing 
at least 15 people and injuring 70 others. 

At 3 p.m. a bomb in a minibus exploded in Sadr City,

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UNO professors conduct study on 
relationships, biology in gay men

Two researchers from UNO are 
attempting to prove relationship behaviors 
may beinfluenced by biology and testosterone 
levels, : 

While the influence of biology on 
relationship behaviors has been studied 
in heterosexuals, Jeffrey French, along 
with Jeffrey Fite, his research collaborator, 
have undertaken a study to examine the 
psychology and biology behind relationships 
among homosexual males. This is a new area 
of research and relatively uncharted water for 
the scientific community. 

It seems like the same people are 
always in relationships while others have 
a new partner each week. French and Fite 
researchers are trying to prove this may be 
more than a coincidence. 

These relationship behaviors may be 


attributed to something beyond simple 
personality differences and tastes. There is a 
growing field in social neuroscience that has 
begun to address how social relationships are 
influenced by underlying biological processes 
and properties, and vice versa. 

“There are variations in social 
behaviors in and out of committed 
romantic relationships for heterosexuals and 
homosexuals,” said French, a psychology and 
biology professor at UNO. “Our goal is to 
discover whether these variations in behavior 
can be attributed to something biologically.” 

French and Fite have been conducting the 
study for the past six months. Homosexual 
males ages 19 to 65 have been sought for the 
study. 

Information gathered from single 
participants is as equally pertinent and

Potential 
participants must be males who self- 
identify their primary sexual orientation as 
homosexual. 

The study consists of taking a non- 
invasive saliva sample to test for a particular 
biomarker, which has a correlation to an 
individual’s testosterone level. A recruited 
participant. simply has to provide informed 
consent to a practitioner and then allow them 
to collect a saliva sample. 

Afterward, the participant is given a 
link to a secure server and is asked to fill out 
an anonymous, confidential questionnaire. 
Questions are asked about his relationship 
status, quality of relationships and nature of 
commitments. 

“The saliva test consists of the subject 
chewing on a piece of dental cotton for two

The research will be 
added to a growing body of data on the 
subject. 

“Since this is a relatively new area of 
study, there is literally no foreknowledge of 
results,” French said. 

Participants are still being sought for the 
study, and French and Fite plan to continue 
gathering data from subjects throughout the 
spring semester.

Former President Jimmy Carter once 
said our country has become “not a melting 
pot, but a beautiful mosaic. Different people, 
different beliefs, differentyearnings, different 
hopes, different dreams.” 

That sentiment is the underlying 
motivation in the creation of a cool new hot 
spot in the downtown area. 

People embrace cultural differences in a 
variety of ways, and since the opening of the 
new Nomad Lounge, bars are apparently 
doing the same. | 

Located at 11th and Jones streets in 
the Old Market Lofts, the Nomad Lounge 
has taken downtown Omaha by pleasant 
surprise. Many style mavens and night-life 
connoisseurs have often said West Omaha 
is the only place to go for sophisticated 
and cutting-edge night life. Many are now 


changing their minds. 


Nomad, which ultimately means “no 
home,” is a reflection of the four lounge 
founders’ passion for travel and tendency 
to spend large amounts of time away from 
home in various cities around the world. 
Charles Hull, of Archival, a youth branding 


agency that helps Nomad Lounge attract 
Gen X and Gen Y consumers, said Nomad

Lounge integrates a lot of the influences 
from different destinations around the 
globe the four founders have personally 
experienced in their travels and_ their 
combined wanderlust.

Each side of Nomad is 
separated by intimate, semi-private 
cabanas. The cabanas consist of three plush 
leather couches and are lit by candlelight. In 
“fact, Nomad boasts more than 100 candles 
throughout the entire lounge.

My only complaint would actually 
have to be the seating. If you arrive to the 
lounge before 9 p.m., you should be fine 
with getting a cabana area or a seat at the 
bar.
